Applicant's representative asserts that Komer describes only oral formulation with concentrations as low as 0.1% 
ivermectin whereas the pour-on formulations contain 0.5% ivermectin (examples 15 and 16). 

The examiner pointed out the preamle of claim 1 is not afforded any patentable weight and therefore the formulation of 
Komer (see example 1) encompasses the insant claim 1. 

Applicant suggested limiting the conentration range of the avermectin by removing the term about. 

The examiner suggested limiting the carrier of claim 1 to further distinguish the invention from the prior art. 

Applicant's representative asserts that McDaniel describes topical formulations with high concentrations 1-5% and that 
no lower concentrations are discussed that maintain activity. 

Applicant's representative asserts that Miller does not teach avermectin as the active ingredient but only as an adjuvant 
in the formulation. 

Applicant's representative asserts that the instant invention is not the same technical field and does not have the same 
utility as the prior art. The prior art teaches the use of avermectin for antiparasitic purposes but the instant invention 
teaches of the use of avermectin to treat human dermatological diseases.
